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In last week's Joubxax we publish' 
ed a letter written by Mr. J. T. 
Tillinghast, of New Bedford, Mass., 
purporting to be a reply to our edi- 
torial of lwo weeks ago. 

Our editorial was written in snpport 
of religions liberty, but the main ob- 
ject of our argument has been ignor- 
ed, and Mr. T.'s reply (?) is merely a 
denial that a few are opposed to the 
General Manager, but that the ma- 
jority are opposed to his method of 
working. 

We do not recognize Mr. Tillin- 
ghast as the voice of the New England 
mutes, and cannot take his statement 
that the majority are opposed to the 
modus operandi of the Church Mis- 
sion. We know from our own per- 
sonal knowledge that many of thorn 
are perfectly satisfied, and Mr. Til- 
linghast, with one other exception, is 
the only one we have met who has 
exhibited any enmity towards the 
General Manager and his assistants ; 
therefore, we understand that he is 
the one who is opposed to the man- 
ner in which Dr. G. and his assistant* 
prosecute their work. As he seems to be 
endowed with a superfluity of wisdom 
perhaps he can give our readers a few 
hints as to how the mission work could 
be improved. Also he might explain 
how the Church Mission has interfered 
with other societies, and what false 
statements have been made. Sorely 
there is something akin to malice in 
the threat that unless the controversy 
c oa s e s, he will "unfold a tale," support 
ed by all the necessary facts which he 
possesses, and a few more which he 
proposes to obtain. Mr. G. being one- 
sided in the matter evidently thinks 
we are the same.

Can you not see that all the trou 
ble that has been made has been oe 
casioned by Mr. T. and such kindred 
spirit*. Jf- iomuot specify the real 
evils which be complains of. but, nn-

aptness for understanding what fix ir 
teacher may wish to communicate, by 
watching the motion of the lips. 
From the most advanced class, we 
were taken directly to the lowest, and 
had an opportunity of witnessing the 
method of instructing beginners. 
When the teacher wanted one of these 
new pupils to perform any duty — 
such as to moisten the sponge — she 
would take it in her hands, attempt to 
erase the chalk marks on the slate, 
and then turn round and address one 
of the pupils orally. Although he or 
she might not understand the verbal 
direction, by observing the teacher's 
motions before being addressed, the 
pupil would understand what was 
wanted. If the first one spoken to 
did not comprehend what was requir- 
ed, another would be addressed in the 
same way, and thus the one who failed 
would be made to understand the di- 
rection which the teacher had given 
without calling into requisition signs 
of any kind. 

We are not competent to form an 
opinion upon this method of instruc- 
tion, but from what we observed it, 
seems quite practicable, though there 
may be a question as to its adaptability 
to all cases.
